The immunizations are free and 
Mrs. Damiti recommended that 
everybody over 18 years of age 
reteive them. Persons between the 
ages of 18 and 24 should receive a 
second dose of the appropriate 
vaccine at least four weeks after 
the first dose. 

This applies to both normal and 
high risk persons, Mrs, Damiti 
said. High risk persons are those 

sons receiving medication for 
high blood pressure, heart pro- 
blems or diabetes.

City must spend $52,000 soon 


BELLE GLADE-City Commissio- 
ners found in a workshop session 
Monday night they now have one 
of the more pleasant problems 
they ve had to cope with in recent 
months. 


The city has to spend $52,000 in 
federal funds within the next six 
months in order to receive another 


windfall of about the same size. 

City Manager Robert Sanders 
and Finance Director Frank An- 
derson said the une; money 
is in the form of Public Works Bill 
Title II funds released for tlie first 
two quarters of a project to help 
alleviate unemployment.

new city barn 


SOUTH BAY-The city commission 
decided Tuesday night to go ahead 
with plans to build a new city barn 
at the water plant to make room 
for a million. gallon water storage 
facility whieh will be built where 
the city barn now stands. 

The action came at the sugges- 
tion of Public Works Director 
Lomax. Harrelle, who said.the 
water plant js the obvious site for a 
new city barn since.there are twa 
city employees already living there 
and they could act as a deterrent to 
vandalism and theft. 

The commission tentatively 
agreed to erect a 40 by 84 foot steel 
building to house the city's vehi- 
cles. Harrelle said he had con- 
tacted one builder who:estimated 
the price of the building at $20,000. 

“I don't want to mislead you, 
though", Harrelle said. "That 
doesn't include the cost of de- 
mucking and backfilling or building 
a fence around the area". He 
estimated the total cost will be 
approximately $30,000.

BELLE GLADE-If and when a 
recently requested rate merease is 
anted Southern Bell Telephone 
. by the Florida Public Service 
Commission, Glades area residents 
see an increase in their 
monthly bills but not the hefty 
increase new customers will see. 
Glades District Manager B. 
Carlton White said the avera, 
base charge to residents in the 
Glades will be increased from $8.95 
а month to $11.05. Options a 
customer may purchase add to that 
base rate. 


On the other hand, a new 


ЭЧ customer, or someone who moves 


in the area and has to pay a 
connect-disconnect fee, will find 
himself paying $63.25 instead of 
the $45 now being charged. 


The increases, however, will be 
some months off in the future if 
they are granted at all. 

There are a number of other 
increases the telephone company is 
asking for also, according to x 
The base price increase per month 
for a business would be from 
$21.20 a month to $29.50 viile a 
commercial connection price will 
jump from $55 to $74.50. 

A residential extension would 
jump, under the proposed rate 
increases, from $1.40 to $1.60 while 
à business extension would be 

* from $2 to $2.20. 

White said the company is also 
asking the PSC for an increase in 
coin telephone prices from 10 cents 
to 25 cents, as well as a 20 cent 
charge on directory assistance 
calls after three each month. 

Some of the increases, he said, 
would to simply paying the 
costs the company is now in- 
curring. 

An example of that is the 
connection fees. Two years ago, 
Southern Bell was granted a $30 
increase in the connection fees but 

even then, the labor to affect such a 
connection was estimated at $60 
each. The labor is now costing 
Southern Bell $63 per connection. 

"What's happening now", White 
said, "is the average customer who 
doesn't move around very often is 
subsidizing people who are getting 
new connections. Why should you 
subsidize someone who may be 
moving several times as often as 
you do?

Be- 
ware of "bait and switch" ad- 
vertising where something is ad.

price, but when you arrive at the 
store the salesman tells you that 
„the item is out of stock and tries to 
sell you a higher priced substi- 
tute. This type of advertising is 
illegal in Florida and should be 
reported to the Division of Con. 

Other ргесаџ- 
tionary measures include: do not 
carelessly lay. your purse on a 
counter or leave it in a dressing 
room while trying on clothes; do 
not accept any C.O.D. packages for 
neighbors unless the neighbor has 
instructed -you to do зо. the 
package may contain unordered or 
valueless merchandise.
